Following the completion of the work in 
Jalapa, Cordoba and Orizaba will be wired, 
and according to the terms of the concession 
this work must be completed within four and 
a half years. Then it is planned to network 
the State with telephone lines. Arrange- 
ments are being made for the use of the 
automatic system, such as is used in Chicago 
and Berlin.
